(By Congressman Roy 0. Wood- 
ruff, Tenth Michigan District). 

The highlight of the week's 
news at the Capito] was the ap- 
pearance of Col. Charlies A, Lind- 
bergh before thé Senate Post Of- 
fice Committee to testify regard- 
ing the charges aa to the alleged 
collusion of the aviation com- 
panies in airmail bide. Col Lind- 
bergh had on the day previous 
refused for a second time the in- 
vitation of Secretary of War 
Dern to serve on a Committee to 
investigate airmail and aviation 
problems, and in his testimony 
before the Senate Post Office Com- 
mittee he again took direet issue 
with President Roosevelt as to 
the manner in which airmail con- 
tracts had been summarily cancej- 
ted and the carrying of the malls 
tarned over to the Army, without 
what the “Lone Eagle” claimed 
waa due preparation. 

‘Lindbergh stood stoutly by his 
previous assertions made in an 
open telegram to the President 
that the contracta had been can- 
celled without the companies be- 
ing given a fair hearing, and went 
further to take issue with Brig. 
Genersl William A, Mitchell on 
the question of whether the United 
States or Europe was ahead in 
aviation. General Mitchell bad 
earlier testified before a Con- 
gressional Committee that the 
United States is behind Europe in 
its aviation while Lindbergh took 
directly the opposite stand and

Expressed in 
actual figures the total would be 
staggering. 

No better argument could be 
advanced for the rod license now 
on the statute books. Obviously 
natural reproduction is not suf- 
ficient to keep the state’s waters 
stocked in-the face of such a huge 
drain. A propagation and plant- 
ing program must be carried on 
and it will have-to be expanded 
as fast as funds permit if Mich- 
igan’s present average yield of 
little better than a fish per hour 
is to continue. 

The rod license means funds for 
this work. Michigan is fortunate 
in having it. 

Out of these 287,000 fish caught 
in one day, 85,647 were trout-— 
13,681 were brook trout, 1960 
were Brown trout and 8,806 were 
rainbows. And it might be in- 
teresting to know just how many 
of these trout were caught in 
Crawford county on that one day.

When one hears a trial - in 
& justice court and has an -honest, 
unbiased opinion that the court 
had made a mistake, what ahould 
he do about it? . Especially in 


. cases where there is an under dog, 


Bo to speak. 

We are not inclined to interfere 
in any way with our courts, and 
always feel that they are honest, 
competent. and trustworthy. But 
we cannot get out of our mind 
the case of Dr. M, A, Martzowke 
of Roscommon, vs. Sherman 
Reava, in civil action to get pay- 
ment for alleged damage incurring 
in an auto collision, recently, The 
accident happened at the Ogemaw 
and Spruce street crossing. 

A truck, the vehicle owned by 
Reava and driven by Will Mosh- 
jer, a son of W. H, Moshier, came 
to the crossing on Ogemaw street 
and saw a car coming toward the 
¢orner about z half block away. 
Naturally, just as we 
every one, except the most timid 
of drivers, would not stop but 
continue on. This Meshier did 
and, according to his and Reava’s 
testimony, had got past the in- 
tersection when the other car, 
coming from the right, struck it 
in the rear wheel, and the im- 
pact was 30 great that the truck 
made two complete revolutions 
before it stopped spinning, and 
the whee] that was struck was 
crushed, 

According to the defending wit- 
heases, including Sheriff Bennett 
who waa put on the stand by the 
plaintiff, the Martzowka car had 
its brakes applied and slid on its 
tires for about forty feet before 
the impact;. and further, accord- 
ing to the testimony of both 
Reava and Moshier, the Martzow- 
ka car kept to the very outaide 
edge ef the highway and even 
beyond the usual driving area of 
the street he was using, and 
when his car struck the truck the 
latter was clear of the usual driv- 
ing area. 

While we have every confidence 
in the integrity and fairness on 
the part of the court, still we 
feel that it failed to take into 
consideration. certain pertinent 
factors of the testimony, none of 
which was disputed. In the first 
place, asking ourselves what we 
would have done had we been 
driving that truck. With a car 4 
half block away, a point that wus 
hot disputed, and traveling within 
the legal driving speed—-20 miles 
an hour in a residential district— 
we know darn well that we 
wouldn't have stopped the truck. 

On the other hand if the ap 
proaching car driven by Dr. Mart- 
zowka was traveling within the 
legal speed limit it couldn’t hor: 
to go a half block, three or four 
hundred feet, as quickly as a car 
could travel a fifty-foot roadway. 
And in case the Doctor was ex- 
ceeding the speed limit and was 
not able to stop hia car in time 
to prevent the crash. and failed 
to keep within the usual driving 
area of the highway, {in which 
case he wouldn’t have come any- 
where near to hitting the truck} 
then we cannot for the life of us 
understand why he hasn't had to 
anewer tu a charye of retkless- 
driving... 

Justice Petersen, according to 
his remarks, based hia decision of 
the case according to what he he- 
lieved was the “right of way” on 
the pert of the plaintiff. He con- 
tended that eas the Dr.’s car was 


‘coming from the right that it had 


the, right of way. In this he is 
tight provided there is occasion 
for dispute between the drivers of 
both cars as to which one had the 
tight to pasa first.

Of course this case can be ap- 
pealed to circuit court but that 
costa money, and Mr. Reava is a 
poor yan trying lo rake a Hv- 
ing for himself and large famiiy 
by hauling and zelling wood or 
by such work aa he is able to 
gat.

ESPITE the fact that President

In neven. years nore than $260, 
000 has been turned aver to the 
Hagia fund of the State of Mich- 
igan by the Conservation Depart- 
ne the direct income from the 
oii industry affecting state lands 
and reserved mineral rights. ~ 

‘Lhia income represents royal- 
ties, rentals, bonus and feea per- 
taining to the leasing of state 
Jands for weil drilling. 

At the rate royalties and rent- 
als mounted in the atate’as re- 
turns faat year and the exiting 
posstbility that the ou industry 
will continue to grow it. is 
thuught that within a few years 
it might form the basis for a 
substantial source of revenue lo 
the people of the state, 

au Tar as une state's treasury 
i concerbeu tne ou inuUsLry hau 
ab mauapicious Deginning. Ln L¥Zs 
the Gonservation Lepariument re- 
ported & gross income of $4.oV. 
lois represented tne rental of vu 
leases on state property. The Toi- 
lowing year, 1y2Zd, this new im- 
dustry netted Michigan $1,918.06, 

‘ne firac substantial inceme 
came in 1929 with the opening ot 
the mid-state fieldg, in that year 
Toyalties mounted to more than 
$41,000 and with rentals, benus 
and application fees brought the 
state an income of $26,846.27. 

The year 1930 with rapid de- 
yelopments in the oi] fields yield- 
ed the state treasury $86,629.96 
of which $60,002.08 was from 
royalties alone. Rentals amount- 
ed to more than $17,000 and bonus 
an equal sum. 

In 1231 the state’s income was 
slightly more than $4,000 and in 
1932 it came to $30,634, 

The spread of the oil industry 
in 1933 with increasing encroach- 
ments toward state-owned land 
resulted in an income of $117,- 
204,77, Of this amount $93,184.73 
was in royalties, $20,306.54 in 
rentals, $3,526.80 in bonus for 
leases and $187 in application 
fees. 

During the past seven years the 
revenue hes totaled $305,883.45, 
that being the amount turmed 
ever by the Lands Division, De- 
partment of Conservation, to the 
state treasurer. 

Rental, under state regulations 
is at the rate of 50 cents a year 
per acre on land leased from the 
state. . lf wells are not drilled the 
first yearthe rental mounts to 
$1 a year. The bonus represents 
the highest price offered for aA 
particular lease in addition to the 
vegular rental fee. 

In addition to the revenue de- 
rived by the state from the leas- 
ing of ol) rights on state lands 
and the royalties obtained by the 
state from oi] produced on this 
land, there is a considerable in- 
come both to the state and local 
political units frem oil operations. 

A flat severance tax of two per 
cent of all oil produced in Mich- 
igan is prorated between the state, 


the county: and the township in 
which the particular wella are 
located. In addftion, it was peoint- 


ed out, property values rise in the 
vicinity of proved fields with 
resulting higher tax returns.

__Say 


Dana of the New York. Sun said 
at a meeting of the Wisconsin 
Editorial Association—Milwaukee 
—July 24, 1868: ~ 

That ig what I mean hy the 
power of the press; the power of 
apesking out the sentiment of the 
people, the voice of justice, the 
inspiration of wisdom, the deter- 
mination of patrictiam, and the 
heart of the whole people, 

In thia country our constitution 
puts into the hands of the execu- 
tive officers of the government a 
tremendous authority. There is 
no king, no emperor, no autocrat 
in the world who wields such au- 
thority, auch power,.aa the, presi- 
dent of the United States. 

We will suppose the time should 
come--God forbid that it ever 
should come—when there should 
te in the pest of the presiden: 
a man whe hue gained such in- 
fluence over the hearta of the 
whole people that they become 
deaf to the suggestion of wisdom, 
and give to his ambition a free 
sway and an open field. Suppose 
that he should set aside, little by 
little, the restraints of the conati- 
tution. Suppose that he tramples 
upon that great principle of per- 
sonal Ifherty which is the noblest 
inheritance that our fathers have 
left us, because it is the very life 
of the republic; suppose he 
tramples down that principle; the 
executive power in his hands, even 
the courts incline to subserviency, 
the army follows and obeys him. 

Where, then, is the safeguard 
of the public against his ambi- 
tions? It is in the press. When 
every other bulwark is gone, the 
free press remains to preserve the 
liberties we mean shall be handed 
down to our children, and to main- 
tain, let us hope, the republic In 
all its mafesty and glory for ever 
and ever.

Projects Under Way Will 
’ Cost Many Millions. 


New York,—They are golng to out- 
Jew slums In New York city—some 
day—imaybe. 

The big drive toward this Uteplas 
goal ls already under way. After 
many years of agitating. planning, 
bickering and otherwiee mulilng vver 
the problem, the city bas finally cut 
loosé with measures definitely’ de- 
aigned to eliminate two of the so 
called “plague spots” with modern 
housing dovelopments and is torn- 
ing orer a third with a view to early 
action of some kind, At least two 
other projects ere ander conaidera- 
ten, . 

The five enterprises look to the 
expenditure of something .Hke $75._ 
000,000 on up-to-date, dreproof, sanol- 
tary housing to provide cheap rental 
living quarters fo replace the rat- 
infested, disense-breeding hovels and 
tumble-down rookerles now disgrac- 
ing the affected lecalities or but 
lately temoved preparatory. to the 
“developments.” 

City Government Aide. 

While none of the ac-called “elim. 
Inatlop” plans ia a clty project, the 
municipal gorerament is lending its 
ald and encourngement to the move- 
ment ih a genera) way and is un- 
dertaking to help out with street. 
closing and tax exemptions, learing 
the Ananctng and management of 
the houses to private capital. Must 
of the schemes, Incidentally, ure con: 
dittoned on the outcome of appli. 
cations for loans from the Federal 
Reconstruction Finance corporation 
ae well as on petitions for city ald 
in the way of tax exemptions, etc. 

One of them, L e. the Fred F. 
French Operaturs plan for repiac 
ing the so-called “Lung Block” on 
Manhattan's East side with a 39,300, 
000 development, to be known as 
“Knickerbocker Village” has already 
obtained an R. F, ©, loan tor $8,075. 
G00 a8 a runalng stari toward actual 
fuliliment. In announcing ita ap 
provai of the loan, the corporatlon‘s 
board bad some nice things to say 
of the project, among them oabseryv- 
ipg that: 

“The alte of the development is 
ip the heart of New York city’s 
heaviest turberculosis casualty arens 
of the perlod Immediately preceding 
and following the tura of the cen- 
tury. . . . The building of a mod- 
ern, clean, fight, apartment commu- 
nity will eliminate a potential dia 
ease-spreading block of bulldings. 
The ‘Luong Block’ alone accounted 
for 201 cases of tuberculosis be 
tween the years 1894-1904. Only two 
houses of the block bave been free 
from the disease.” 

Each building of the village wil) 
be of hollow square construction, 
providing a large lInterlor court. 
Light and sanshine wil) de insured 
for every apartment, 

it is estimated that this project 
will furnish employment to about 
10,000 men direct!y or tadirectly for 
@ year or more. 

Plan Cheap Rental, 

Apdother project on the way to ac 
tual fulfillment is known as the 
Chrystie-Forsyth street develop- 
ment plan, looking to the lmprore- 
ment of some seven blocks of the 
lower East side—fve of them with 
modern apartments for “rock-bot- 
tom” rentals to white-collar work- 
ers and other two with parks. 

The tota) estimated Investment in 
the buildings wlll therefore be $6, 
289,708. The published value of $12. 
780,708 for the development waa ex. 
plained recently aa including @ fig 
ure of $3,500,000 to represent the 
falue of the city ieasebold. 

Ancther slum elimination project
